GRAIN BILL I8 ONE 
UP LAST SESSION 


Public Ownership of Telephones 
Is Discussed In The 
Evening. 


Ottawa, Feb, 29—-The two most im- 
portant bills which have engaged tire 
attention of parliament this session 
were practically dispcesed of at the 


Thursday session. Hon, W. T. White's 
bill to establish a permanent commis- 
sion Was put through the committee 
stage and nuw stands for third read- 
ing. An amendment for which the 
Opposition have strenuously fought, 
was accepted at the last moment, It 
provides that the commission = shall 
report ta parliament within 15 days 
after the House meets, 

Hon. George KE, Foster's grain act 
which has been discussed day after 
day in committee.was reported just 
aus the House rose at six o'clock, much 
to the relief of those who had been 
engaged in the serious task of con- 
sidering its complicated details.« It 
alsc. stands for the third formal read- 
ing. 

This was the bill which was passed 
by the senate last session and which 
Hon, Frank Oliver introduced just on 
the eve of dissolution, but which could 
not be proceeded with. This bill has 
been considerably changed, more es- 
pecially in respect to the clauses gov- 
erning the distribution clauses, 

An absolutely new feature introduc- 
ed is that providing for the establish- 
ment cf sample grain markets at Win- 
nipeg, Fort William and Port Arthur. 

At the evening session, J, B. Arm- 
strong (East Lamiion) on the motion 
to go into supply made a speech 
favor of further reduction jin the ca- 
ble rates and again advocated gov- 
ernment ownership of telegraph and 
telephone service, but did net con- 
clude his speech with a motion 

After the usual list of questions had 
been asked and answered, the House 
went inte committee on the grain act.

The amendment of W -E. Knowles 
te the effect that the clause that pro- 
hibits the purchase or sale of grain 
by the owners of’public or railway 
clevators be widened 80 as to Cover 
anyone interested in these elevators 
wag lost on division, 

Mr, Knowles submitted for the c 
siderution of the committee eev 
amendments to clause 123, all design- 
ed to make more astringent the act 
in so far 4s it divorces she country 
from the terminal elevator system, 
but they were all declired lost on di- 
vision, 

During the discussion, Arthur Mei- 
ghen (Portage La Prairie) said that 
he was not altogether satisfied with 
the scope of the bill in se far as it

Now, all that was pro- 
posed Was 2 limited experiment. The 
Conservatives were inconsistent, he 
suid, The only pre-election promise 
which had been kept was the one to 
the manufecturers’ association to os- 
tablish a tariff commisison . 

In connection with the consideration 
of one of the clauses of the bill bear- 
ing upva the establishinent Of sam- 
ple grain markets, W A. Buchanan 
«Lethbridge) asked Mr, Foster to con- 
sider the advisability of making pro- 
vision for the inspection of grain in 
southern Alberta, He pointed out that 
with the completion of the Kootenay 
Central Railway, grain shipped west- 
ward could gv through to better ad- 
Vantage over the Crows’ Nest line. 
By shipping that way the heavy ae 
between Calgary and Field, B 
would be avoided, 

Mr. Foster said that the power was 


given under the act to establish hew 
inspection divisions whenever it was 
deemed advisable to do so. He con- 
eurred in what Mr, Buchanan had said 
as to the future necessity of an in- 
#ypection point in seuthern Alberta.
